WHAT ABOUT THIS? 
Regina is three hundred and fifty 
miles from a coal field “dmonton is 
situated in the heart of the largest coal 
field on the continent. Regina house- 
holders light their homes at two-thirds 
the price Edmonton house-holders have to 
pay for the same amount of current, 


Now that Edmonton’s council is pro- 
posing to make new arrangements for a 
supply of power, the @ouseholder of this 
city is entitled to know whether it is the 
intention of council to secure current for 
him at a rate no higher than the Regina 
householder has to pay. What have the 
aldermen to say to that question? 


THE PROPOSED AUDITORIUM 

Edmonton undoubtedly needs an audi- 
torium such as a group of local capitalists 
propose to erect on Jasper west. This need 
is demonstrated too often to leave much 
room for argument; and often enough to 
hold out a prospect that the investment 
would prove profitable. It is a sign of the 
improving conditions that, instead of the 
city being called upon to put up the build- 
ing—as has been suggested times without 
number—private capital is proposing to 
create the auditorium as a business enter- 
prise. 

It is to be hoped this impulse will 
broaden and become contagious. Edmon- 
ton has suffered a good deal in the past 
through a too common inclination to call 
upon the city to provide services and con- 
veniences which elsewhere are supplied by 
the investment of private capital. It is 
time to get away from the habit of looking 
to the city hall to do everything from 
building sidewalks to providing amuse- 
ments, and encourage the private investor 
to take a freer hand in building up the 
community. 


MORE POWER RECOMMENDED 


The Saskatchewan commission that is 
investigating the grain trade evidently 
intends to give the taxpayers a run for 
their money. In an interim report the 
commissioners make twenty-five recom- 
mendations. These involve changes in 
Dominion legislation and in administra- 
tive methods which would affect the trade 
at points all the way from the local 
elevator to the ocean terminal and from 
the make-up of the grain board to the fix- 
ing of grades. 

Perhaps the proposals which will 
arouse the most interest are those which 
would change the status and functions of 
the grain board. The commissioners sug- 
gest that there should be five members of 
this board instead of three, and that they 
should be stationed at ocean terminals 
and at prairie grain centres, but free to 
make their headquarters where they 
please. Further suggestions are that this 
board should license grain inspectors and 
be empowered to establish new grades 
when thought advisable. Generally, the 
idea of the investigators seems to be that 
the grain board should be given power 
to regulate the trade it is supposed to 
regulate — and has been getting abused 
for not regulating. 


FORCING THE ISSUE 


Parliament is supposed to be a delib- 
erative body; and it usually is. Yet, ever 
since Confederation the members of the 
House of Commons have been railroading 
dozens and sometimes scores or divorce 
bills through at a session without discus- 
sion, and probably without even noting 
the names of the parties concerned. When 
application is made to parliament for a 
divorce, a committee of the Senate hears 
the evidence, the Senate endorses the bill, 
and the House of Commons passes it on 
the strength of that recommendation. A 
halt has been called to this off-hand way 
of doing business, by one of the Winnipeg 
members, who demands that the House 
shall give to each divorce bill the atten- 
tion it would give to any other private 
measure. 

His purpose, of course, is to compel the 
establishment of divorce courts in On- 
tario, Quebee and Prince Edward Island, 
the three provinces which still impose the 
settlement of their marital troubles upon 
parliament. He seems fairly likely to suc- 
ceed either in getting the courts establish- 
ed or in making divorce practically im- 
possible for people living in those pro-

vinces, Parliament is not likely to sit for 
weeks in order to give prolonged atten- 
tion to the merits of a few dozen divorce 
cases. More likely it will drop the bills, 
and thus confront the three provinces with 
the choice of arranging for divorce courts 
or of telling their married residents that 
they must stay married even when they 
don't want to. 


The great educ 
has been held in the coast cities was in a 
limited sense international in character. 
Representatives were present from the 
other British Dominions and also from 
several countries in Europe, The theme for 
discussion was “education and leisure”. 
That in itself is significant. Invention, ma- 
chinery, mass production, shorter working 
hours, have everywhere in the civilized 
world given the great majority of people 
more leisure than their fathers enjoyed. 
What the educationalists are evidently 
trying to decide is whether this leisure is 
being turned to account; whether people 
generally are employing it to educate 
themselves; to develop a sounder and 
finer culture; and if not, how they can be 
encouraged to do so, 

It is plain enough that leisure hours 
are used as a play-time rather than a time 
for improvement, Who, in fact, spends his 
evenings in study, or even in reading 
books of solid worth? Between the joy 
ride and the bridge party and the dance 
and the club, the off hours are commonly 
as crammed with engagements and dis- 
tractions as the working part of the day. 
No doubt it is better that people should 
have time fer play than they should be 
kept too long on the treadmill, But what 
a colossal waste of opportunity for self- 
education, the only real kind of education, 
all this involves! For that there is of 
course no remedy in law or prescription. 
It rests with the individual what he will 
do with his leisure. But it is important 
that an international conference has been 
called to take note of the tendencies of 
the time, The fact cannot be blinked that 
the peoples who have attained greatness, 
and maintained it, have not been those 
whose chief concern was amusement.

If you are now as big as your job, 
you must do one of two things: stop 
growing or get another job. 

Doubtless you know about goldfish 
—that they remain small if kept in 
a bowl and grow large if placed in a 
pond, 

And the nurserymen’s trees, if kept 
close in a row as geedlings are plant- 
ed, soon become cramped and stop 
growing, but send out new roots in 
uncrowded soil and continue their de- 
velopment when transplanted to open 
ground. 

Men are, in this particular, pre- 
cisely like the fish and the trees. 

When a crisis comes in a nation's 
life or the affairs of some commercial 
Organization, there appears as though 
by magic a man qualified to bring 
order out of chaos and avert disaster, 

Frequently he is a man unknown to 
fame and people ask: “How did a 
man of such ability keep himself con- 
cealed.” 

The truth is, the great one’s abil- 
ities are as new as the crisis Itself.

He fills a large place in history be- 
cause he grew up to his responsibili- 
ties, but any one of a score of other

When a man has developed in every 
direction as far as his job will permit— 
when he has exhausted the possibilities 
of the job itself and the future offers 
nothing more than routine—he simply 
can't grow if he doesn’t get out, 

And when a man has exhausted the 
possibilities of his environment and 
community in so far as they effect his 
particular kind of work, he must 
choose between the everlasting sar:e- 
ness that is stagnation and rust, and 
migration to a larger field. 

The man who says there is no oppor- 
tunity in his present environment usu- 
ally is one who could not find oppor- 
tunity anywhere, but if he has in truth 
wrung his present location dry of pos- 
sibilities, he must move quickly if he 
would continue his growth unchecked, 

Few men do their utmost, because 
thelr utmost isn’t required of them. 
They can handle their jobs without 
extending themselves to the Umit, And 
they lose interest because they haven't 
obstacles enough to rouse their fight- 
ing spirit.
